Response to Arguments

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With regard claim 1, " a data overlap/skip detection circuit, which 
determines a status of the data according to the phase signal and a 
previous phase signal, and outputs the stares: and a data correction 
circuit, which picks the output data and a last bit of a previous 
oversampled signal according to the stares, and output an accurate data ." 
as recited in combination of other limitation as stated in claim 1 ; and 

With regard claims 13 and 19, " producing a status according to the 
phase signal and a previous phase signal: temporarily storing the output 
data in a buffer according to the status: and outputting an m-bit accurate 
data from the buffer ." as recited in combination of other limitation as stated 
in claims 13 and 19, respectively.
